CONFEREES ARE FINDING 
IT EASY TO DISAGREE 


Saturday morning the school 
board held a meeting in the city 
^ hall, and took some important 
action.

Washington, March 31. -All of 
yesterday's mooting of tho con­ 
ferees on tlio statehood bill was 
devoted to a consideration of the 
Senate 
amendment relative to 
locations on mineral land in Okla­ 
homa. 
This amendment provides 
that where any of the land grant­ 
ed by the act has previously been 
located and claimed under the 
mining laws shall afterward be 
found to be valuable for minerals, 
‘‘such mineral claims 
may be 
perfected under the mining laws 
and the state may select an equal 
quantity 
of other land in 
lieu 
thereof.” 
This amendment was set aside, 
as have been all the amendments 


on which there has been serious 
disagreement.

last. 
It will be discussed only 
after all the other amendments 
have been considered. 
When 
this will be, no one knows. 
It is believed the House confer­ 
ees are in no hurry as, if they 
have to surrender, they desire 
that it shall be late in the session, 
when in the confusion of other 
matters, the Speaker’s discom 
titure will be overlooked.

conferees will hold three meetings 
next week, and possibly by the 
end of that time the outlook will 
be more clearly defined.

Occasions When a Business Han Is 


Forced to Speculate Against 


His Will. 


"Were one to follow the footsteps of 


the average cotton buyer for the mill," 
writes 
the 
Textile 
Manufacturers' 


Journal, "he would find that irnme- 
dtnteiy after the buyer hail placed an 
order for a quantity of the staple he 
would hie himself to the exchange, or 
some other broker, for the purpose of 
•overing the probabilities of the future 
market 
In other words, the cotton 


buyer for the mill must protect hia 
purchases by dealing in cotton futures. 
At the recent convention 
of 
cotton 


manufacturers, at Manchester, Eng- 
land, this question was thoroughly ex- 
ploited, just as it was a year ago at 
the convention held at Zurich. 


"If this is legitimate business, then 


our ideas of what constitutes business 
are altogether wrong 
The idea that 


a manufacturer who anticipates an or- 
der or who provides the raw cotton 
material for an order already In haiid 
must go into the future market in or- 
der to guard agal*»t any possibility 
or probability of a fluctuation in the 
price of raw materl»J is too ridiculous- 
ly absurd for a san* man to place In 
the category of legitimate business 
transactions. 
And vet the yarn spin- 


ner is compelled to protect himself in 
this way against the future. He would 
not deem it safe to take any contract 
of 
any 
considerable 
size 
without 


gambling on the future."

We, the teachers of Ada public 


schools, desire to submit to the 
psblic our position concerning 
the election of superintendent and 
our reasons for declaring oar- 
-sebves in such emphatic terms in 
favor of the retention of the pres- 
ent incumbent. 


We declare emphatically that 


the present organization* of the 
schools is such that the citizens 
of Ada or any other city should 
be proud of. 
Superintendent, 


teachers and pupils working to- 
gether as one for the best inter- 
ests of the schools; that within 
one year's time every vestige of 
disorganization has given, way to 
good feeling, acute interest, im- 
plicit obedience and absolute loy- 
alty. How such an organization 
<could be effected in so short a 
time is nothing less than marvel- 
ous to us. 


While we have done our best in 


all consciousness to contribute to 
the splendid condition that now 
exists, we disclaim any merit of 
our own, knowing that the super- 
intendent has been the heart and 
soul of every movement that has 
lent inspiration and emphasis to 
the progress of the schools daring 
the year. He has sympathized 
with us, encouraged us, assumed 
our burdens, and in many in- 
stances helped us over seemingly 
insurmountable difficulties. 


By his executive force and 


strong personality he has brought 
the pupil body up to the highest; 
appreciation tor us and for lfce 
school and he has quickened an 
interest that is phenominaL The 
loyally and interest of the pupil* 
cannot be doubt«d. Voluntarily

EDUCATION IN JAPAN.

Seated on a Cniltlon. 


If you can imagine a long room in a 


long house with thatched roof, dark 
plastered walls, broad doorways closed 
with paper covered latticed frames 
which slide in grooves, bare floors cov- 
ered with perfect fitting straw mats, 
some tiny tables, one by two feet in 
size and eight inches high—if you can 
imagine this, then you can conceive of 
an ancient schoolroom in Japan. 


Again, if you can imagine a patri- 


archal old gentleman, with sparse 
beard, u head half bald, n small twig 
of hair turned back on the top of his 
head, then seated on a little cushion 
behind one of the tiny tables on vrhicu 
is a flat stone inkstand, n manuscript 
school book and a long bamboo pencil 
at one end of which is a fine pointed 
brush for writing; then think of some 
tiny children—a half dozen probably— 
the boys' heads shaved, except for a 
circular bunch of hair exactly at the 
crown, the girls with long tassels of 
straight black hair hanging iu front of 
each ear, all dressed in little flowing 
garments with sleeves like the wings 
of birds—these children sitting behind 
other little tables, Ihcir brushes In 
hand, and writing, from the teacher's 
dictation, strange shaped characters on 
coarse copy boobs—imagine this, and 
you have an ancient Japanese school 
n session, both teacher and pupils 
ittlng upon the floor. 
They never went beyond reading and 
ounttng upon the soi-o-ban (abacus). 
Things have changed now. The old 


has utterly passed away. A most elR- 
lent educational system, Western iu 
heory and practice, is now in full 
peratlou throughout Japan. Commo- 
lious common schoolhouses, and im- 
posing college and university buildings 
re dotted all over' the country. A 
horonghly graded system operates 
rom the primary school to' the Im- 
)erlal University, which ranks with 
be highest American institutions. The 
ifltcial or government schools are 
vorked out to cover the whole field of 
Hlucation except the religious feature, 
uid tills they are endeavoring to sup- 
ily by an eclectic system of morality, 
loth Oriental and Occidental. 


Besides the regular course, which ex- 
ends from the cornmou school through 
he high common school, the middle 
school, the high school, to the univer- 
sity, there are government technical 
schools for every branch of trade and 
he 
professions—commercial, 
army, 


mvy, agriculture, textile, mechanics, 
aw. medicine, normal, language, etc. 
The government maintains n soee.iftl 


;chool for the teaching of every modern 
alienage of 
importance — English, 


French, German, Russian. Spanish, 
.t.illnn, Chinese and Korian. But the 
English language precede* all other 
anguage*, and it is making such rapid 
irogress that it is destined to become 
he spoken language of the nation. 
One serious criticism ngiiiusl Japan's 


educational system is thnt it disconr- 
iges private schools. 
Pupils of pri- 


vate schools of equal grade and ,ef 
flciency with the govern nent schools 
•annot pass on to the upper ofticia! 
schools with the same facility as pu 


The sanitary measures introduced .n 


Cuba during the American military oc- 
cupation have been continued, and the 
island as a whole Is now more health 
ful than at any time in its history. 
Minister Squiers in a recent report 
says: "In the District of Havana the 
death rate decreased in June to 400, 
against 448 iu the preceding thirty 
days and against 540 in June of last 
yeor, and is the lowest figure for June 
ever recorded in Havana, as far back 
as reliable statistics can be obtained. 
The whole island is free from small 
pox and yellow fever. In many of the 
provinces the death rate uas been ab- 
normally low for the time of year, ow- 
ing to the improved methods-of sani 
tation." 


Is the Kngrll»hm»it Deteriorating ? 


A recent investigator has compiled 


some statistics which -would ueom to 
indicate, a rather alarming physical 
deterioration hi the British people. 
The figures, based upon the recruittiig 
and medical reports of the army, show, 
for example, that while in 1880 the 
proportion of men in the army under 
five feet five inches iri height was 106 
in a thousand, the following year it 
had risen to 115 In a thousand; in 1801 
to 117; in 1898 to 132. The proportion 
of men measuring less than thirty- 
three inches around the chest was, in 
18SO. seventeen in 1000; in 1898 it was 
tweuty-three. In 1871. 159.4 per 100O 
recruits were under 1UO pounds in 
weight: in 1900 the proportion had In-
